Attack on Harper 
Arouses Anger of 
Leaders' Reaction 


Unwarranted, Not 
Based on Facts, is 
Leaders' Reaction 


Businessm en and civic leaders, 
m em bers and non-m em bers of 
the C ham ber of Commerce w ere 
sizzling and indignant today over 
last Thursday’s attack on H arry 
C. H arper, hard-w orking secre- 
tary-m anager of th e Palm Springs 
C ham ber of Commerce. 
Citizens 
and 
businessm en 
voiced their disapproval of w hat 
they term ed “d irty politics” in 
the Village in no uncertain term s 
and three vendors of periodicals 
and new spapers here either or­ 
dered the edition carrying the a t­ 
tack off their stands or destroyed 
them themselves. 


INCENSED at the article, one 
private citizen stopped a t The 
Desert D rug Store and bought all 
of the papers carrying the attack, 
inform ing H arry B rott th at he 
intended to burn them . 
M eanwhile the office of The 
D esert Sun was beselged by other 
Villagers 
with 
telephone 
calls 
urging this new spaper to print 
their verbal castigations of the 
editor w ho wrote the article as 
well as the publication he rep re­ 
sents. 


HARRY HARPER, now on his 
vacation and who was in the city 
Saturday, rem ained unmoved and 
unruffled by the editorial w hich 
urged his ouster from the posi­ 
tion he now holds w ith the C ham ­ 
ber of Commerce. 
“F irst of all,” sm iled H arper, 
“I have never m et the m an who 
w rote th e article and furtherm ore 
the organization he represents or 
its ow ners are not even m em bers 
of the Cham ber of Commerce.” 
Among those who openly came 
to H arper's defense were Elmo 
Purnell, Earl Coffman, Jam es G. 
Shea, president of the Cham ber, 
Phil Delano, form er president of 
the C ham ber, Jo h n Archibald, 
form er councilman and co-owner 
of the Palm Springs Drug and 
Im port, and Wal Spalding, pro­ 
prietor 
of 
Spalding 
W estern 
Store. 
Many others stopped represen­ 
tatives of The D esert Sun on 
fPalm Canyon drive 
to 
orally 
voice th eir disapproval of the a t­ 
tack w hich was built around such 
m ysterious phrases as “prom inent

civic-m inded residents” w ithout 
m entioning any one by name, and

and then forced to drive his car 
into the hills at the south end of 
town w here he w as robbed of 
I approxim ately $1100 
in jew els 
and money. 


IN THE OTHER CASE, W alter 
W ihtarszyk, 1819 East Sixth St., 
Los Angeles, employed as a car­ 
penter here, told police at 8 p. in. 
Sunday th a t he w as kidnapped 
and robbed by an arm ed Negro, 
who threatened him w ith a gun 
and deprived him of $260.

chief of police sergeant Stanley 
Ehlert,

Monte w here he was beaten and 
then robbed. 


JACOBS REPEATED his story 
w ithout once changing the se­ 
quence of events w ith the result 
th at following 'the questioning, 
a county w ide hunt for the m an 
and woman kidnapoers w as im­ 
m ediately launched. 
Jacobs could not supply any­ 
thing that resembled a definite 
description 
of 
the 
m an 
and 
woman kidnappers except that 
the woman wore a light colored 
coat and the man was about five 
feet 10 inches tall and w eighed

VILLAGERS SHOULD KNOW who is behind the un­ 
w arranted attack launched last week against H arry Harper, 
secretary-manager of the Palm Springs Chamber of Com­ 
merce. When that is learned, the reason will probably be 
quite obvious. Certainly no one believed the absurd, vague, 
childish attem pt to cover up the real reason. So, when we 
find out “who,” w e’ll find out “why.” 
W as it Elwood Carey? 
C ertainly not! This new ly arrived “publisher” m ust be given 
credit for having better sense than to come to town one week and 
insist th at the Cham ber of Comm erce secretary be rem oved a 
couple of w eeks later. He undoubtedly had his orders from “the 
boss.” So we can easily elim inate the man whose chief interest 
here is m ost likely the w eekly pay check. 
Was it Lloyd Nix?

He is the announced ow ner of the paper in w hich the attack 
was published. We do not believe it was Nix for two reasons: 
1) If he was really the instigator of the “get H arper" move, he 
would not have ducked the issue and pinned it on one of the 
hired hands. 
2) The poorly w ritten editorial doesn’t even read 
like a new spaper-inspired attack; 
it sounds more like it was

Palm Springs High .General Hospital 
Has High Ranking 
In College Tests 


In A pril of this year P aul T. 
Lockhart, director 
of 
research 
and testing, conducted a college 
aptitude test for all m em bers of 
the class of 1947, at th e invita­ 
tion of H enry G reeley, vice prin­ 
cipal of Palm Springs high school 
and counselor to the seniors. 
Mr. Lockhart has released re­ 
sults of the testing program to 
the school offices in Riverside 
county. These results show that 
P alm ” Springs high school per­ 
centile score w as 43, th e county 
average 
percentile, 
excluding 
Polytechnic high in R iverside and 
Corona high school, was 27. The 
m edian 
raw 
score 
fo r 
Palm 
Springs was 97 against a county 
average raw score of 84.40. Fig­ 
ures for the Riverside and Co­ 
rona high schools have no t been 
m ade available. They w ere not 
reported in either percentile or 
raw score figures. 


THE APTITUDE TEST con­ 
ducted by Mr. Lockhart indicates 
th at Palm Springs high school 
had a group of approxim ately 50 
seniors during the past y ear who 
m ade substantially higher scores 
in the tests than did seniors in 
other high schools in Riverside 
county. 
Mr. L ockhart’s report w as sent 
to Principal E. E. O ertel who is 
using the data from th e report, 
together w ith data collected from 
the office of relations w ith schools 
of the U niversity of California, 
to evaluate the grade standards 
for the success of the local high 
school program .

190 pounds. 


PERPLEXING to police was 
one part of Jacobs story, which 
recited that the male kidnapper 
showed no w eapon in compelling 
his victim to accompany him, 
stealthily, from the far end ol 
the swim ming pool, to the parked 
car belonging to Jacobs, followed 
closely by the female companion 
of the kidnapper. 
The hotel during the Fourth 
of Ju ly holiday, like other hotels 
open in the city, was crowded to 
capacity, and police pointed out, 
any audible sound around the 
pool has a 
tendency 
to echo 
against the inner walls of the 
hotel in accentuated volume. 


JACOBS' NARRATION to po­ 
lice was as follows: 
“A fter leaving the swim ming 
show at the Royal Palm hotel, 1 
stopped and bought a sandwich. 
I was accom panied by my wife. 
On reaching the door of our cot­ 
tage on the grounds of the Palm 
Springs hotel, my wife said she 
was tired, and entered our rooms. 
I w ent to the edge of the pool, 
sat down and started eating. 
“I w asn’t seated very long be­ 
fore a man and woman entered 
the patio. The woman who was 
sm oking a cigarette, sat dow n at 
the opposite edge of th e pool 
w hile the m an continued around 
to m y side. 
“W hen he stopped at m y side, 
he asked if I had a m atch and 
then in alm ost the sam e voice 
said: ‘Don't m ake any noise or 
outcry and come along w ith me.' 


"HE DIDN'T HAVE A GUN or 
knife that I could see, but he was 
so big, I didn’t w ant to tackle 
him and w ent along quietly. As 
we approached the woman, she 
fell in behind us. He then ordered 
me to get into m y car and drive, 
sitting down beside m e in the 
front seat w hile the w om an got 
in the back.” 
Jacobs then recounted th at he 
was ordered not to tu rn on his 
lights and was made to take a 
circuitous route through the south 
end of town until they finally 
passed 
the 
Casita 
Del 
Monte 
hotel. 
“H e made me turn up a steep 
grade near the hotel and then 
ordered me to stop and get out 
of the car,” Jacobs continued. 


JACOBS THEN TOLD police 
that the robber-kidnappers be­ 
came enraged because he only 
had about th irty dollars 
with 
him and the w om an slapped him 
two or three times. Then Jacobs 
said the man hit him w ith his 
open 
hand 
and 
knocked 
him 
down. 
"When I attem pted to get up,” 
continued the kidnap victim ," the 
m an shoved my face into the 
sand until my m outh and nose 
becam e filled. M eanwhile, they 
had torn from my hand a wring 
and w rist watch and out of my 
pocket they took a m oney clip 
studded with an expensive tim e­ 
piece.” 
He said that the money and 
jew els am ounted to approxim ately 
SI 100 in value and was covered 
by insurance. 
“W hen we w ere on the road 


south on Palm Canyon drive to 
th e Casisas Del Monte hotel, I 
saw another car following us,” 
Jacobs recalled. W hen I was o r­ 
dered 
to stop, this second car 
also stopped about 100 or so feet 
behind us.” 


WHEN THE ROBBERS w ere 
finished w ith him, Jacobs said, he 
w as ordered to get onto his feet 
and w alk tow ard Palm Canyon 
for five m inutes but when he 
reached a turn in the road, he 
saw the ta il light of an autom o­ 
bile disappearing tow ard f ’alm 
Springs and surm ised it was the 
autom ibile that had followed his 
car with the kidnappers in it. 
R eturning to his parked auto­ 
mobile. Jacobs said, the ignition 
keys were gone and he was help­ 
less in starting his car. 
"I w alked tow ard town until 
I came to a hotel and knocked on 
the office door for attention but 
nobody answ ered.” 


IT WAS THEN th at he saw a 
public telephone booth and w ith ­ 
out even a five cent piece in his 
pocket, persuaded the telephone 
operator to call police and then 
continued his hike to the in ter­ 
section of H ighw ay 111 and Palm 
Canyon drive w here police o f­ 
ficer Charles V alentino and Ted 
G reene m et him. 
These tw o officers took Jacobs 
back to th e scene of the robbery 
and his parked autom obile and 


then transported him to his hotel. 
T heir report reads 
exactly as 
Jacobs was to relate it later, ex­ 
cept, that both V alentino and 
G reene 
declared 
th at 
Jacobs 
looked like he had been roughly 
treated and was begrim ed with 
dirt and sand. 
The 
autom obile 
had 
to 
be 
tow ed to a garage bu t the fol­ 
lowing day the keys to the car 
were found near the scene of the 
robbery-kidnapping. 
W ihtarszyk said he was forced 
to drive his autom obile w ith the 
bandit as passenger, from Amado 
road and Palm Canyon drive to 
a lonely spot on Calle Encilia. 


THE HOLD-UP VICTIM said 
he was about to enter his auto­ 
mobile parked on Amado Road, 
w hen the Negro approached and 
displaying a pistol, ordered him 
into his autom obile and then told 
him to drive. 
"He had a .45 caliber pistol 
pressed against my ribs," W ihtar­ 
szyk told police, "as we drove 
through town to Calle Encilia.” 
W hen he w as ordered to stop 
at a lonely spot on Calle Encilia 
W ihtarszyk said he saw another 
autom obile w ith two Negro oc­ 
cupants parked nearby. 
“The hold-up man then took 
my w allet,” declared W hitarszyk, 
“and after taking $260 I had in 
it, he handed the em pty pocket-

INCLUDED in this year’s pre­ 
lim inary budget is provision for 
the county adm inistrative officer 
recom mended after a weeks-long 
survey of the county governm ent 
setup by two representatives of 
the State personnel board.

Things W ere Lively Here— Even Then 


Lots Doing in Palm Springs Back in 1937 


And the Only Dead Days W ere on Holidays

The other day, happened to be in a town nearer the coast where 
they playfully admitted an 88 maximum but carefully skipped any 
mention of the humidity. A citizen there overheard me mention 
Palm Springs. 
“Palm Springs, eh?” he said<$--------------— 
between swipes at his perspir­ 
ing brow with a soggy handker­ 
chief and tugging at his shirt 
which stuck to him. “Gosh, the 
desert must be terrible in sum­ 
mer. You probably feel cold here 
today. Need an overcoat? Ha, ha.” 
HIS COAT slipped off his wet 
arm where he had been carry­ 
ing it but that didn’t stop him. 
“I was in Palm Springs, let’s 
see, yep, just ten years ago. On 
the Fourth of July. Sure was 
dead. Nothing open. Anybody 
there now?” 
He ignored my point that since 
it was the Fourth of July and 
a holiday, sure nothing was open. 
Palm Springs is patriotic. 
BUT THE VILLAGE was a 
busy spot ten years ago. A check 
on the files of The Desert Sun 
of July 3, 1937, showed much 
going on. 
. . . 
They had just closed a big, 
busy season. Buildings to the 
value of $3,000,000 had been built 
—the Village was on its way. 
Just like now, many had gone 
away for the summer but they 
hadn’t forgotten the Village. The 
Sun of July 3, 1937, had as one of 
its top yarns details of all of the 
planting and gardening that was 
going on for the absentees. 


Villagers. 
Mrs. Nellie N. Coffman was 
making frequent trips from her 
ranch, Lazy Acres, at Banning, 
to Palm Springs. In between those 
trips she was going to Santa 
Monica, Balboa and also to Del 
Mar to see her sons, Earl Coff­ 
man and George Roberson. 
Dr. Georgiana Raymond had 
just returned from a convention 
in Pasadena attended by 600 
doctors. 
According to that issue of The 
Sun, Warren Heath, now fire 
marshall, returned to the Village 
with his bride, the former Fran­ 
ces Mitchell that week. 
AN INDICATION that possibly 
there was no closed season on 
husbands in 1937, as now, was 
seen in an obscure item tucked 
away in one corner. It detailed 
the arrest of a woman for carry­ 
ing a gun, concealed in her hand­ 
bag. If she was gunning for her 
man. the judge didn’t seem to 
think he was worth much. He 
fined her $25. 
Sporting blood ran high in the 
Village then as now. Consider­ 
able money was reported to have 
changed hands as a large throng 
gathered around the Village Phar­ 
macy where a radio had been set 
out by the obliging proprietors 
to blat out the blow-by-blow 
LANDSCAPING in preparation description of the Joe Louis-Jim 
Braddock fight. 
for the coming season was in 
order. Three specific instances 
were mentioned—the F. H. Bar- 
tholomay. A. Kinsley and John 
Jenkins places. 
And palms were being set in 
the Plaza. 
Travel was brisk even if it was 
July. The Palm Springs movie 
theatre closed for the summer. 
No picture shows until fall. 
And Villagers who wanted a 
bit of groceries come Sunday 
morning couldn't satisfy their 
craving—the management of the 
Safeway Store announced that 
starting on the Sunday after the 
Fourth, that store was going to 
close on Sundays.

The Sun 
stated. Business had been better 
in the season just closed and pros­ 
pects for the new season were 
bright. 
The Palm Springs Lions club 
was moving along nicely. There 
were 20 Lions present at a lunch 
eon meeting at Palm Spring: 
hotel—17 Village Lions and three 
visitors—and that was in the last 
week of July, too. Ray Cree, past 
president, presided and R. M 
(Pop) Gorham gave a talk on a 
recent trip. That must have been 
good. The next week’s meeting 
was to be at Harry’s.
